These mothers 
in the Church of God have wielded 
such good influences in the Publish- 
ing House as to have endeared them- 
selves greatly to every department 
head and employee all through the ag- 
gregate of ninety-seven and a half 
years—Sister Lee, 38, Sister Hyberger 
3342, and Sister Million 28 years. They 
have not only been good employees, 
but in the nature of their work they 
have been consecrated lay-members 
and servants of God and His Church. 


Sister Eva Lee was born Jan. 1, 1891. 
She has worked at the Publishing 
House since 1913, and has worked as 
a regular employee for 22 years. She 
worked in the Subscriptions Depart- 
ment for 17 years, and in the Mailing 
Department for 5 years. Sister 
Lee retired Aug. 1, 1951. She was saved 
at a young age, sanctified July 13, 1907, 
and received the Holy Ghost on July 
14 of the same year. She joined the 
Church of God in Durant, Fla., in 
May, 1910. Then her membership was 
transferred to the North Cleveland, 
Tenn., Church of God. She was mar- 
ried to Rev. F. J. Lee, June 6, 1913, 
who became General Overseer of the 
Church of God, in 1923, in which ca- 
pacity he served until his death Oct. 
28, 1928. Sister Lee’s son, F. J., Jr.,isa 
very capable employee of the Pub- 
lishing House in the Printing Depart- 
ment. 

Sister Della Hyberger says, 

My first day’s work in the Evangel 
Office was on April 1, 1918. At the 
end of the first week the Editor and 
Publisher asked me to take over the 
Mailing Department that his secretary 
might be relieved, which I did. At that 
time there were only two books, Pil- 
grim’s Progress and Foxe’s Book of 
Martyrs; three booklets, “The Story 
of Walter,” “The Doctrine of Balaam,” 
and “Questions and Answers”; and 
seventy-two tracts to be mailed. The 
Sunday School literature consisted of 
the “Adult Quarterly” and cards for 
the children; but for the first quarter 
of 1919, we mailed the “Junior Quar- 
terly,” and soon afterwards the leaf- 
lets. All the mailing was done in one 
room, which had a little office boxed 
off in one corner for the General 
Overseer and Editor and Publisher. 
The Evangel and all the packages 
were addressed by hand. Later, two 
addressing machines for the Evangel, 
that worked by turning a crank, re- 
lieved the situation to some extent. 

Then the Publishing House was en- 
larged in 1919, and I enjoyed the eight 
years I worked in the bookroom on 
the second floor. Bibles, Testaments, 
song books, and many other good 
books were added to the mailing list. 
I worked for seven years in the Book- 
keeping Department, and the remain- 
der of the thirty-two and one-half 
years were spent in the Mailing De- 
partment. During those years I worked 


for every Editor and Publisher the 
Church of God has ever had, and as 
I look back over the time, in my 
reminiscense, I am almost astounded 
at the wonderful advancements that 
have been made in every department 
of the work that is carried on in the 
office of the Church, and my prayer 
is that each succeeding year will be 
more and more prosperous. 

Sister Hyberger was born August 
Magy years ago. She retired Oct. 1, 


Sister Lillie Million began worki 
at the Publishing House in 1924 (when 
the Publishing House was on Gaut 
Street), in the Mailing Department as 
an extra. She started working full 
time in 1926, working in the Sales 
Department most of the time. She 
retired Aug. 1, 1951. She has been 
saved, sanctified, and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost for 43 years, and has 
been a member of the Church of God 
from the first great revival in Cleve- 
land. Her membership has been at 
the North Cleveland Church all the 
while. She says, “I have enjoyed my 
work here from the beginning.” She 
has been with the work in dark, hard 
days, as well as bright and properous 
ones, and leaves like Sisters Lee and 
Hyberger with the love and good will 
of everyone in the plant. 

Sister Million was born in Bradley 
County, Cleveland, Tenn., Nov. 19, 
1880, and was married to A. L. Million, 
Oct. 28, 1900.

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BREAD FROM HEAVEN 


“And it shall come to pass, that on the sixth day they 
shall prepare that which they bring in; and it shall be 
twice as much as they gather daily. And when the dew 
that lay was gone up, behold, upon the face of the wilder- 
ness there lay a small round thing, as small as the hoar 
frost on the the ground. And when the children of Israel 
saw it, they said one to another, It is manna: for they wist 
not what it was. And Moses said unto them, This is the 
bread which the Lord hath given you to eat. This is the 
thing which the Lord hath commanded, Gather of it every 
man according to his eating, an omer for every man, ac- 
cording to the number of your persons; take ye every 
man for them which are in his tents,” Exod. 16:5, 14-16. 

The manna sent from heaven was God’s first marvelous 
and miraculous gift to Israel. They were an ungrateful 
and certainly an undeserving people, yet God demonstrat- 
ed His indefectible grace to them. This gift of manna from 
God was a type of Jesus, the Bread of life gift from God 
to the whole world. Jesus said so in these words, “I am the 
living bread which came down from heaven: if any man 
eat of this bread, he shall live forever: and the bread 


@.: I will give is my flesh, which I will give for the life 


f the world,” John 6:51. 

As Israel was undeserving of the manna, so was the 
whole world unworthy of Jesus, God’s great love gift for 
its spiritual life. This manna, however, was God’s token to 
Israel that He had pardoned their murmurings and sin 
of ingratitude. He forgives not “seven times” only, but 
“seventy times seven.” He is the same kind, loving, sym- 
pathetic, forgiving God today, and the Church should 
appreciate this fact, as well as the lost world. Paul in- 
structs the Church to be like-minded. “Be ye kind one 
to another, tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you,” Eph. 4:32. 

The heathen nations about Israel looked on with gleeful 
anticipation of their starvation and utter extermination 
from the face of the earth. Am I too critical when I say 
that the sin-loving, God-refusing, Christ-rejecting, and 
Holy-Ghost-despising people of earth held a similar at- 
titude for centuries toward the Church of the living God, 
and to a great extent is still of that attitude? I think not. 
But thanks be unto God; as long as we have His support 
and protection, the Church of God today will survive as 
surely as the Church in the wilderness did. 

It would be time well spent to read, by way of compari- 
son, Neh. 9:15 and St. John 6:31-51. It is true that God’s 
children do not approach Him every time in a respectful 
and proper manner when in need of His help. But isn’t it 
wonderful that He condescends to ignore our lack of 
courtesy and supply our needs, especially when they are 


extreme? 
y The manna was rightfully called bread from heaven, 


not because it was bread, but a substitute for bread; not 
because it was from heaven, but because it descended out 
of the circumambient air; and, further, because they knew 
that the God of heaven had sent it in keeping with His 
promise. The limit to a day’s supply of manna (meaning 
“what is this?” or some say “it is a gift’) reminds us of 
Christ’s philosophy of life in Matt. 6:25-34. God placed 
this prohibition on them as a test of what their obedience 
would be to the general laws He was to give to them later. 

It is evident from reading the story of Jacob and Laban 
(Gen. 29:27) that the period of seven days was known 
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to the Hebrews as a week, but there is no definite proof 
that their year was divided into such weeks. It is believed 
that “the sixth day” meant the sixth day after the first 
supply of manna. Preparing the manna consisted in the 
measuring of it (v. 18); then they were to beat or grind 
it (Num. 11:18). Some think “it shall be doubled” meant 
to gather twice the daily amount on the sixth day; others, 
that the —— amount was gathered on the sixth day, 
but when they measured it, by miracle the quantity was 
multiplied so as to be sufficient for two days. Really, 
verse 18 seems to be good support for this argument. 

When the sun dried up the dew, the miracle was re- 
vealed. There lay the “smail round thing” upon the grass 
and the ground in such abundance that it was easy for 
each family to scoop up the amount they needed in short 
order. In Num. 11:17, the manna is compared to “coriander 
seed”; here, to “hoar frost.” “There was an exudation 
from various trees and shrubs, especially the tamarisk, 
which is moderately hard, and was found both on the 
growing plant and on the fallen leaves beneath it, in the 
shape of small, round, white, or greyish grains. It is this 
last which is the manna of commerce. The Biblical manna 
cannot be identified with either of these two substances. 
In some points it resembled the one; in other points, the 
other; in some, it differed from both. It came out of the 
air like the ‘air-honey,’ and did not exude from shrubs; 
but it was hard, like the manna of commerce, and could 
be ‘ground in mills’ and ‘beaten in mortars,’ which the 
‘air-hone’ cannot. It was not a medicament like the 
one, nor a condiment like the other, but a substance 
suited to be a substitute for bread, and to become the 
man sustenance of the Israelitish people.”"—The Pulpit 
Commentary. 

There are two schools of thought on “they said one to 
another; This is manna,” verse 15. First, that manna 
meant “what is this?” Second, that it meant “it is a gift,” 
meaning it was a gift from God. See verse 8. The thing of 
real importance then and now, however, is that they 
received the bread, and it was a gift from God. Read 
James 1:17. : 

“An omer for every man,’ verse 16. According to Kalisch, 
the omer is about two quarts (English): but this estimate 
is probably in excess. Josephus makes the measure one 
equal to six cotyles, which would be about a quart and a 
half, or three pints. ‘In his tents.’ Rather, ‘in his tent.’” 
—The Pulpit Commentary. 


The rationing here was by no means a matter of limit- 
ing them to the point of deprivation. There was plenty 
for every family, but here God was giving Israel a lesson 
in business economy. Jesus adhered to this law and taught 
His followers to observe it when He fed the multitude, 
St. John 6:1-13; Matt. 15:29-39. Both we and the Israelites 
can say, “Jehovah—Jireh—God sees and provides.”

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HARDENED BY SIN

Heb. 3:13, “But exhort one another 
daily, while it is called to day; lest 
any of you be hardened through the 
deceitfulness of sin.” 

To people of all ages and all classes, 
sin is not only deceitful but also 
hardening. Its temporary pleasures 
and satisfying lusts lure men on, fi- 
nally causing ruined health, unhappy 
homes, blighted lives, and last, and 
worse by far, souls tormented in hell. 
Rom. 6:23 tells us, “The wages of sin 
is death, but the gift of God is eternal 
life.” We see just how deceitful sin 
really is in the lives of even some of 
our best church members. Those lit- 
tle unconfessed sins, such as grudges, 
jealousies and slanders, hinder the 
work of the Spirit, and, in many cases, 
keep a church in such a cold condition 
that a revival is all but impossible. 
Then those little “no harm” sins rob 
even those with the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost of much of their power 
with God. If we would see more of 
the operation of the gifts of the Holy 
Ghost in our services, we must con- 
secrate ourselves more fully. 

But sin is also hardening. Constant 
indulgence in it dulls the sense of 
guilt until men’s consciences are 
“seared with a hot iron.” That is the 
reason sO many sinners can sit 
through a_ service without being 
moved. They have rejected Christ so 
many times that they have become 
“sospel-hardened,” and their hearts 
are so stony that the convicting power 
of the Holy Ghost cannot penetrate. 
When God sent Moses to Pharaoh to 
obtain the release of the children of 
Israel, there was no fear of God be- 
fore that ruler’s eyes. He said, “Who 
is the Lord that I should obey his 
voice to let Israel go?” Exod. 5:2. Then, 
when that mighty servant of God 
raised his rod over the land of Egypt, 
bringing about those terrible plagues, 
Pharaoh continued to harden his 
heart until the Lord sent this mes- 
sage by Moses: “How long wilt thou 
refuse to humble thyself before me?” 
Exod. 10:3. And Pharaoh’s servants 
said to him, “How long shall this man 
be a snare unto us .. . knowest thou 
not yet that Egypt is destroyed?” verse 
7. They knew what Pharaoh’s sin- 
hardened heart couldn’t realize. The 
hand of God had moved against him 
so much that the land of Egypt was 
almost ruined. 

We wonder just what it would take 
to make some people realize there is

a God on the throne. God said nat 


He had raised Pharaoh up for tha 
purpose, that he would harden his 
heart and God could show him His 
mighty power; but if he had re- 
pented, he would have obtained mercy 
and favor from God. The same sun 
that melts wax also hardens clay. 
God works the same way with sinners. 
But while some see that the hand of 
God is against them and repent, oth- 
ers go on to a hardened heart. 

Pharaoh’s end came when he pur- 
sued the children of Israel and the 
Red Sea closed in on him and his 
army, drowning them all. It seems as 
though a madman could see that only 
God could divide the sea that way, 
but his hardened heart caused his de- 
struction. What else can God do but 
pour out wrath upon sinners who hear 
the gospel preached day in and day 
out, and yet refuse to heed?

years because of unbelief. They be- 
lieved the evil report of the spies who 
said the fruit of the land was good.

There really were giants (Og, the king 
of Bashan, whose iron bedstead was 
nine cubits long and four cubits wide, 
thirteen and one-half feet by six feet, 
Deut. 3:11), but Israel had seen the 
mighty power of God manifested in 
Egypt, and He gave them water from 
the rock and bread from heaven, yet 
they persisted in their unbelief. Deut. 
1:2 tells us that it is an eleven days’ 
journey from Horeb to Kadesh-barnea, 
but Israel had to wander around in 
the wilderness forty years, until all 
the men of war died. Heb. 3:11, “So I 
sware in my wrath, They shall not 
enter into my rest.” Jesus Christ said,

There were 50,000 converted in Cuba 
last winter because of the sighs fol- 
lowing. At one place a baseball park 
was used that held 25,000, and 5,000 
sick and afflicted wanted prayer. 
Brother Osborne said, “I cannot line 
you up and pray for you individually, 
but Jesus said, ‘They shall lay hands 
on the sick and they shall recover.’ 
Your hands are as good as mine, so 
lay your hands upon your shoulders 
while I pray.” While he prayed, doz- 
ens of blind shouted that they could 
see; scores jumped out of wheel chairs, 
or threw away their crutches, and 
ran all over the place; and many were 
healed of cancer, goiter, and practi- 
cally every disease. Brother Osborne 
says that he has more results in mass 
healing than when he lines four or five 
hundred up and prays for them indi- 
vidually, because in the former case 
they look to Jesus, and in the latter 
they look to the preacher, and God 
will not give His glory to anyone. 
Jesus Christ took the infirmities and 
bare the sickness of the world (Matt. 
8:17; Isa. 53:4), and not St. Mary, St. 
Peter, or any modern preacher; and 
God will not let them get any of the 
credit for it, nor will He let anyone 
stand on the broken and striped body 
of Jesus and make a racket out of 
healing. Peter and Paul stayed poor 
all their lives, but if a twentieth cen- 
tury preacher’s shadow healed the sick 
and he raised a Dorcas from the dead, 
instead of living with a tanner by the 
seaside, like Peter did, he would prob- 
ably be living with the Rockefellers, 
Vanderbilts, King George, and sport- 
ing a half dozen Cadillacs. Nothing is 
too good for God’s children, but God’s 
children are too good for a lot of lux- 
uries when millions have never heard 
the gospel or lack the necessities of 
life. —Earl Cripps, Miami, Fla.

The camp meeting season for this 
year is rapidly coming to a close.

At times it seemed we would 
all be lifted from our feet as one wave 
of glory after another swept over the 
congregation during the song service. 

What I say for the ministers in on2 
state, I can say for them in all. They 
are the most loyal and faithful group 
you can find. In most of the camp 
meetings they went right in the altar 
and prayed for the seekers as they 
would in their own local church. 

The young people, with their fine 
organizations, added life and bless- 
ings to the services. The state youth 
directors stood by the side of the state 
overseers and played a big part in 
making these camp meetings a-suc- 
cess. 

We believe that much of the credit 
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for such great camp meetings is due 
our Spirit-filled and energetic state 
overseers and youth directors who so 
wisely outline the programs and place 
special emphasis on soul-saving. 


Minnesota 


My first convention was Minnesota. 
June Becker, the camp meeting speak- 
er, had arrived a few days earlier, and 
so had a revival going by the very 
first night.

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THE CALL TO ARMS

Read Isa. 5:18, 23. Text: Isa. 51:9, 
“Awake, awake, put on strength, O 
arm of the Lord.” 

The writer sees the application of 
this text as the church of today. You 
may ask why. Because it is the source 
and channel that God has to work 
through to redeem His people. True, 
God could write in flaming words 
across the sky His gospel for me to 
see and be moved and scared into do- 
ing His will. But had that been so, 
Jesus would never have commissioned 
His disciples, in Matt. 28:19, 20, “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations... 
and, lo, I am with you alway.” One 
can stand at the brink of the Niagara 
Falls and feel a thrill unmeasurable 
to see the power of the surging water 
come from the mighty handiwork of 
God. But the greatest thrill I have 
ever experienced in my life was to 
stand and feel the mighty power of 
God and the burning flame of the 
Holy Ghost surging in my soul to tell 
with exaltation that Jesus saves and 
heals today. That is the story I know 
hungry souls are waiting to hear. 
Churches are thronged with hungry 
hearts today seeking’ something that 
will still their troubled breasts and 
speak peace to their sin-sick souls. 
May God help the minister that stands 
behind the sacred desk and fails to 
deliver the message that pleases God, 
when men’s hearts are torn with grief 
and woe, only to be turned out of the 
chapel, or place of worship, with their 
ears ringing and echoing a little soft 
speech to please the world. 

No wonder Isaiah said, “Awake, 
awake, put on strength.” I believe we 
are the arm of the Lord to whom he 
was referring. Why? Because the real 
arm of God is ever strong and ever 
awake. I believe the writer of that text 
looked down through the ages and saw 
churches of today compromising with 
the devil and losing strength in the 
face of their duties and responsibili- 
ties. Isa. 5:18, 23, “Woe unto them 
that draw iniquity with cords of vani- 
ty, and sin as it were with a- cart 
rope. . . . which justify the wicked 
for reward, and take away the right- 
eousness of the righteous from him.” 

The Church of God has a duty to 
perform, and, brother, by the help 
and grace of God she is doing it. We 
are the arm of the Lord, the channel 
through which God can work, and 
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without our yielding, God is hindered 
somewhat. John 15:16, “Ye have not 
chosen me, but I have chosen you, 
and ordained you, that ye should go 
and bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain; that whatsoever 
ye shall ask of the Father in my name, 
he may give it you.” Oh, if we would 
lay aside our own selfish wants and 
ask God for more power in our lives 
and greater burning burden for lost 
and dying humanity, to receive a 
greater vision of a world lost and dy- 
ing without God, and release our- 
selves from our circle which some- 
times we draw around us! We fail to 
see some boy going down in sin and 
debauchery because no one has told 
him Jesus loves him.

Brother Simmons was saved, sancti- 
fied, and filled with the Holy Ghost 
in August, 1907. He is a charter mem- 
ber and minister of the Durant (Pleas- 
ant Grove), Fla., Church, which he 
joined in 1909. He was ordained 

s a deacon-minister December, 1909, 
as minister 88, and was ordained bish- 
op February 2, 1913. His first wife was 
a licensed preacher. This good pioneer 
was first pastor and the builder of 
the Wimauma Campground and Tab- 
ernacle. He pastored the following 
churches: Tampa, Ft. Myers, Marco, 
Chokoloskee, Coconut Grove, the Lin- 
den District, and Manatee, all in 
Florida; W. Frankfort, Ill. and Rome, 
Ga. He was the first state overseer 
of South Carolina, and was overseer 
of Louisiana and Virginia twice. He 
did not keep an account of the num- 
ber of spiritual experiences received

by people under his ministry or the 
number of churches he set in order, 
but he does remember building the 
church at Linden, Fla. 

Brother Simmons says, “The min- 
isters who have meant most to me 
are: my own son, E. L. Simmons, state 
overseer of Georgia; G. R. Watson, 
pastor of the Church of God at River- 
side, Atlanta, Ga.; and M. S. Lemons. 
My greatest achievement was building 
the Wimauma Campground. The 
Church of God has made wonderful 
progress in all departments.” 

Brother and Sister E. E. Simmons 
are charter members of the Church 
of God in Florida. He was ordained 
May 30, 1909, as minister 87. His wife 
was licensed at the same time. They 
celebrated their sixtieth wedding an- 
niversay March 15, 1951. He has pas- 
tored the following churches: Ft. 
Myers, Largo, Tampa, Jacksonville, 
and Manatee. He was first a mission- 
ary to Jamaica. He was overseer of 
Louisiana for three years. Brother 
Simmons has set in order approxi- 
mately twelve churches. One of his 
converts was Rev. I. H. Marks. This 
faithful pioneer considers his greatest 
achievement to be his ministry of see- 
ing souls saved. He says, “The Church 
of God has progressed wonderfully, 
financially.” 

Rev. E. E. Simmons was born July 
28, 1871, in Hillsboro County, near 
Wimauma, Fla. He attended school

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WEST VIRGINIA CAMP MEETING 
HIGHLIGHTS JULY 23-28 


“What a wonderful meeting,” or 
“This is the best state meeting West 
Virginia ever had.” Such were the 
glowing comments I heard while the 
convention was in progress the five 
wonderful days of meeting in the 
recreation building in Beckley, W. Va. 

Our esteemed state overseer, Rev. 
J. H. Hughes, opened the camp meet- 
ing with a scripture reading. He then 
introduced the host pastor, Rev. Earl 
P. King, pastor of the Beckley Church. 
We were privileged to have our former 
state overseer, Rev. Paul H. Walker, 
with us for this service, and when he 
and Sister Walker sang “TI’ll Live While 
Ages Roll,” pleasant memories of days 
gone by came back to us.
